NAMED PRESIDENT OF 
TEXAS TECH COLLEGE 


NATIONALLY KNOWN 
MATHEMATICIAN AND

Angeles. 


Whyburn succeeds Clifford 
B. 
Jones of Spur, who has been head 
of the college Since Nov. 26, 1938, 
and who was named president em- 
rllus of the college by unanimous 
vote of the board, 


Thompson 
said that Whyburn, 


now In Washington, will take over 
duties as the college president by 
Sept. 15 and made public a state- 
ment of acceptance by Whyburn. 
Jones first submitted his resigna- 


tion on April 11, 1942, explaining 
that he was suffering from a heart 
ailment anu his physician advised 
that he retire from business 
re- 


sponsibilities speedly. 


Reluctant to Lose Jones 


Action was delayed by the board 
jn its reluctance to see Jones sev- 
V his connsctlon with the Instltu- 
Tlbn he had served so long, and he 
iubmutert his resignation again on 
leb.

U. S. INFANTRYMEN 
CAPTURE VOLTERRA 
AND MOVE FORWARD

American Infantrymen who yester- 
day captured the German strong- 
hold of Volterra have, knifed for- 
ward anolhor four miles' and driv- 
en a signlficanl wedge in Ihe Ger- 
man defenses fronting the so-call- 
ed "Gothic Line," allied headquar- 
lers announced today. 


The aclion of the doughboys in 


driving the na/is from Volterra 
was described officially as a set- 
back to the enemy's intention of 
imposing the maximum delay on 
the Fifth Army's diive toward the 
Arno river, In which are situated 
the cities of Florence and Pisa.

Wallace Predicts 
Era of the Pacific 


SEATTLE, Waah., July 10. 


—A post-war "era of the Pacific" 
marked by vast International air- 
lines and communications systems 
through areas now thinly populat- 
ed w.as forecast by Vice President 
Henry A. Wallace In a nationwide. 
broadcast yesterday on his return 
from China and Siberian Russia. 


The vice president vras in Seat- 


tle only briefly to make his ad- 
dress, then continued ea«itward-tto 
Washington, D. C,, where he said 
he yould report to President Roos- 
evelt Tuesday. 


Asserting that "trade with Rus- 


sia and China will help keep the 
factories of America busy in .the 
days that lie ^head," Wallace said 
he was "convinced that a| main 
area of development after this war 
x x x will be in the new world of 
North Pacific and Eastern Asia," 


During his seven weeks travels, 


Wallace said he saw virtually no 
likelihood of postwar Internecine 
strife in China, nor any chance of 
conflict between the Chinese and 
Russia. 


"Personally I am convinced that 


China and the USSR will take the 
necessary steps to ensure continu- 
ing peace and to promote the cul- 
tural and commercial exchanges 
among the nations «f the Pacific 
to the benefit of all." , 


However much he might have 


admired 
the peoples he visited, 


Wallace said his traveltt served 
only to strengthen hlri £&ith in the 
United States. 


"Today," he 
asserted, 
"I am 


more than ever an American. The 
more I examine other countries, 
the more convinced I am that the 
American way of life Is the best 
way for us."
